Vorloua informanta utilised by thla office mere given the ebove lnformati 
in an effort to determine which revolutionary groupa have exploaivea and 
if anyone i« attempting to buy same. 

On Aug. 31, 1967 information received from a reliable confidential 
informant that a revolutionary group, residing at 1925 S.W. 4 Street, 
had In their possession a warehouse loaded with arms, ammunition and 
C4 explosives. An Immediate surveillance of the aforemeaeienod location^ 
was established by this office and the followin g was learned. 

A number of pe rso ns , most o f which appear to hn ("A eJc n n soldiers of for tun 
residing and meeting in a large downstairs room at 192S S.W. 4th Street", 
are some sort of a revolutionary group. It later developed tbht sevoral 
of these persons were under indictment by the U.S. Government for attemptl 
to leave from Ooooa Plum Key, Monroe County, Fla. ea a mission to Invade 
Haaitl. 

By keeping these persons under surveillance and through license tag check 
the following names were developedi
